PPORTUNITIES afforded by the Canadian market to makers 
and exporters of farming equipment are outlined in the 
“Report of the British Agricultural Machinery Mission to 
nada, 1949.”* The Mission, with Captain E. N. Griffith, 
esident of the Agricultural Engineers’ Association and Chairman 
Rotary Hoes Ltd., as leader, visited Canada on the invitation 
the Canadian Federation of Agriculture. 
During the tour the Mission covered some 16,000 miles, visiting 
m@ecry Province in Canada and meeting members of the Dominion 
hd Provincial Governments, farmers and farmers’ organizations, 
tural machinery manufacturers and distributors, Universities 
hd Research Stations. In addition, a large number of farms of many 
ieties were inspected. 


What Have You to Sell ?” 


The Report states that the mission found Canadian farmers 
iously perturbed by the dollar problem and anxious to contribute 
pitssolution. But they were ill-informed about the extent and high 
tandards of the British Agricultural Machinery Industry. When it 
yas pointed out to them that of Canada’s massive import of £35 
hillion worth of agricultural machines, less than 1 per cent. was 
ought annually from the United Kingdom, as often as not the reply 
he Canadian farmer was, ‘“‘ What have you got to sell?’ Save 
n a few quarters, the skill, experience and diversity of the British 
gricultural Machinery industry, with its yearly output of £75 
million exported to almost every country in the world, except 
orth America, were facts which had seldom reached the Canadian 
mer’s mind. 

The mission state that they are satisfied that with some important 
xceptions there are no machines used on Canadian farms to-day 
which the United Kingdom could not provide, of a quality at least 
8 high as and at prices not far removed from those of North 


American competitors. (The Report was written before the £ was 
devalued.) Except for combine harvesters and the very large tillage 
equipment used on prairie farms, the mission saw no types of 
machines of any novelty or of which British firms were not now 
manufacturing and exporting in considerable quantities. 

The Report draws attention to the broad problem of making 
Canada aware of what Great Britain has to offer, of adapting and 
simplifying British machines to suit Canadian tastes, of landing 
British goods at competitive prices and creating effective selling 
and servicing organizations throughout the Dominion. 

It is pointed out that the difficulty of the Canadian market should 
not be minimized. For 100 years the United States have been the 
chief suppliers of machinery to the Canadian people. American 
types and methods of selling have become accepted as normal and 
American firms have built up close personal connections throughout 
the Dominion. We, on the other hand, must operate from a base 
3,000 miles distant. 

To-day, as never before, the Canadian people are eager to sell us 
their goods and they are recognizing more and more that they can 
only do this if they buy our goods in return. Nowhere is this more 
fully appreciated than among the Canadian agricultural community. 


British Drive Opportunities 


Circumstances are propitious, therefore, the Report states, for 
a determined British drive. Coupled with the hard compulsion of 
economic facts, they constitute a challenge to the British Agricultural 
Machinery Industry which cannot be ignored. With the co- 
operative effort of manufacturers, supported by the Governments 
of the United Kingdom and Canada, British farm equipment can, 
within measurable time, be sold in large quantities in the

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Dominion of Canada, with lasting benefit to the peoples of both 
countries. 

The Report is divided into four sections. Section 4 deals y; 
Canadian farming ; Section 2 gives a detailed account of the var;

describes the problem of selling ; Section 4 contains recommen ol 
and conclusions. There are also a number of useful Statistics get

To many of our exporters the most important section Concerns the 
“* Recommendations and Conclusions.”’ Within this section the 
points out that there are numerous specialized machines manufye. 
tured in the United Kingdom to-day which, with proper marketj 
could be sold in Canada. However, even if all Canadian needs in 
this direction were met, 85 per cent. of the market would Temain 
untapped. If a serious contribution is to be made towards filling the 
dollar gap, British sales must include tractors and also tillage and 
hay-making equipment, for these two groups of machines account 
for approximately 50 per cent and 20 per cent. by value, respectively 
of total sales. 

In these two groups Great Britain already manufactures gup 
implements which are technically suitable (or could readily be made 
so) for Canadian farmers. But the market in both groups is highly 
competitive and prices and sales methods are vital factors. The 
Report points out most strongly that neither quality of material nor of 
performance should be sacrificed in any attempt to design for a price, 


Distribution 


On the question of distribution the Report points out that no 
general solution will meet the requirements of every manufacturer, 
There will be a market for the products of some manufacturers only 
in limited scattered areas, while for others it may be nation-wide, 

By far the most desirable form of nation-wide distribution would 
be by means of main wholesale-distributors or ‘‘ jobbers,”’ with one 
at least in each province, selling to retail dealers appointed by them, 
Jobbers of this type can be found who are not so tied that they could 
not be persuaded to handle British agricultural machines, provided 
that it was made as easy for them to import from United Kingdom 
manufacturers as from the North American counterparts. 

One of the difficulties of finding these jobbers is that many of them 
will be far from seaports and will have little knowledge of importing 
from overseas, and nearly all of them will have been importing from 
the United States. This kind of distributor is likely to be much more 
useful than an importing house at one of the seaports. 


Representation 


Having considered these various problems, the Report shows that 
some kind of manufacturers’ representation is required to discover 
such points as the right kind of wholesale-distributors and to ensure 
that, once discovered, these distributors found it as easy to import 
from Britain as from the United States. 

It is recalled that the Gilpin Engineering Mission visited Canada in 
1948 and gave much thought to this problem of representation, and 
it is the opinion of the members of the Agricultural Engineering 
Mission that something along the lines recommended by the Gilpin 
Mission might well be adopted. In particular it is suggested that 
some organization, representative of the Agricultural Engineering 
industry—the Mission are in no doubt that the proper body is the 
British Agricultural Machinery Manufacturers’ Export Association 
(B.A.M.M.E.X.)—should appoint and send out to Canada a technical 
and commercial representative for the period of not less than two years, 
to comb out prospects of business more thoroughly than the Mission 
was able to do in the time at its disposal. 

This representative should tour Canada persistently, visiting 
farmers’ organizations, agricultural testing stations, distributors and 
dealers, and acquaint them with the equipment being manufactured 
in Great Britain and give publicity to the achievements of the British 
Agricultural Machinery Industry. He should also assess and report 
on the market, and transmit information to the United Kingdom about 
technical and commercial developments in Canada. He would also 
have to act as the official representative of the industry in any matters 
— arose in making representations to Government and other

Spare Parts 


The Report of the Mission states ‘‘ We attach much importance 
to this proposal and trust it will receive the careful attention of the 
industry.”

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‘tle avail without the establishment of an adequate system of supply- 
little are parts. One of the practical difficulties here is that the 
7 sian dealers and distributors are accustomed to investing the 
pe they can in goods with a quick turnover. It is against all 
“ nt practice to tie up capital in spare parts to the extent necessary 
om all possible requirements. Dealing with American and 
; vadian manufacturers, the need for this never arises, for it is the 
nile of the trade for most supplies other than quick-moving lighter 
arts to be provided at short notice direct from the factories. The 
Mission therefore recommend that consideration be given to the 
formation of a British Spare Parts Organization available to the 
wgricultural engineering industry and other analogous industries. 
The purpose of this Organization would be to offer to British manu- 
facturers facilities for holding a larger variety of spare parts in Canada 
than any one of them individually could maintain. 

Such a scheme would offer many advantages. It would assure the 
Canadian distributor that bulk stocks of spares could be held in 
Canada sufficient for any reasonable period of time. It would give 
proof that British manufacturers 


of development should also be widely publicised. 

The interchange of agricultural engineering students between British 
and Canadian universities should be encouraged and also the exchange 
of visits by junior farmers and young farmers clubs. 

There should also be a regular interchange of research results between 
the universities in the experimental stations of the two countries. 

Wherever practical, as comprehensive a range of British agricultural 
machines should be shown at all the important exhibitions, shows, fairs 
and ploughing matches. : 

In conclusion, the Mission make it plain that though Canada is, 
and will remain, a difficult market for British machinery, a substantial 
increase in the present volume of sales could be achieved, provided 
that the problems of price and marketing are overcome. ‘T'o carry 
out the varied proposals and recommendations put forward will 
necessitate prolonged and careful study by the industry. 


The Mission are certain, however that a considerable opening is 
available in Canada for the sale of British farm equipment, and do 
not doubt that success and solid gain can be achieved for the

If the sale of British farm machinery in Canada is to make 
headway against the strong propaganda of the North American 
manufacturers, strong and persistent publicity about British achieve- 
ments in this field must accompany all other efforts that are made. 
In order to combat this, the Mission made the following recommend- 
ations : 

That every opportunity should be taken to send British machines to 
universities throughout Canada. It is common practice for the North 
American farm machinery manufacturers to send their latest models to 
Canadian universities where they are used for instructional purposes. 
Thus, information about new machinery is quickly spread throughout the 
farming community by those farmers’ sons who spend the winter at the 
universities and go back to the farms in the summer. 

An effort should be made to secure insertion of articles about British 
farm machinery in Canadian farm and implement journals. Wherever 
possible, radio talks shou!d also be given. The results of tests and details

Dollar Exports Board Stress Value of E.C.G.D. 


THE FACILITIES offered to dollar exporters by the Export 

Credits Guarantee Department are commended to the serious 
consideration of British industry by the Dollar Exports Board in a 
communication to the Federation of British Industries, the National 
Union of Manufacturers and Chambers of Commerce. 

The communication gives details of the services provided by the 
E.C.G.D. and states that members of the Board have worked very closely 
with E.C.G.D. in the preparation of these facilities. It cannot be too 
strongly emphasized, the Board states, that if British exporters are to 
compete successfully in Canada and the United States with domestic 
manufacturers of similar products they must do their business in 
accordance with the established commercial practices currently ob- 
served in those markets. The new E.C.G.D. policies provide assistance 
for manufacturers on three matters—market research, sales promotion, 
and stockholding—which are of vital importance to successful trade 
in North America. 

Only a comparatively small number of British manufacturers are 
accustomed to using the elaborate technique of scientific market 
research. Many British exporters look on market research as an 
unnecessary expense which, in their effort to keep their costs as low 
as possible, they can safely do without. The Dollar Exports Board 
wish to emphasize as strongly as they can that market research of 
one kind or another is looked on as an absolute necessity by those 
who know the North American market best—namely, the American 
and Canadian manufacturers who are trying to sell there. 

_ The money spent by the American and Canadian manufacturers 
on advertising and other forms of sales promotion seems to many 
British exporters to be disproportionately and even prohibitively 
large ; yet it has been proved beyond doubt that, in the intensely 
competitive markets of North America, money spent on carefully 


thought out advertising campaigns is money well spent and leads to 
concrete results in terms of increased sales. 

Most British manufacturers are by now aware of the desirability of 
carrying stocks in North America. The problem of quick delivery is 
generally recognized to be one of the most serious problems facing 
the British exporter and the advantages of being able to give 24 hours 
delivery ex United States stockroom over, say, three months’ delivery 
ex United Kingdom factory are obvious.

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Higher Value of Exports and 
Imports in October 


‘PEAKING at a dinner given by the International Hotel Association 

in London on November 11, the President of the Board of Trade, 
Mr. Harold Wilson, referred to the provisional overseas trade figures 
for October. Following are the figures :— 

The provisional figure for United Kingdom exports in October 
is £156-1 million, £14-1 million more than September and only 
£3-9 million short of the record established in March. The daily 
rate of exports in October was 10 per cent. higher than in September, 
and the highest since January. Some increase was to be expected 
after the holiday period, but last year the daily rate for October 
was only 7 per cent. higher than in September. 

October exports to North America show a substantial increase 
in value above the September level. Exports to the United States 
were provisionally £5-6 million compared with £4-1 million in 
September. Exports to Canada were about £6-4 million in October 
compared with £5-3 million in September. 

Imports in October amounted provisionally to £198-2 million, an 
increase of £17-1 million compared with September. 

Re-exports were approximately £5-3 million. 

The provisional visible trade balance—the excess of imports over 
exports—was thus £36-°8 million, which is £1-3 million above the 
September figure, but £5-4 million below the average for the third 
quarter, and apart from September, the lowest since March. 

Volume figures are not yet available, and it is not yet certain how 
far certain import figures and particular export figures have been 
written up in sterling terms because of the new exchange rate. 


President of Board of Trade 


Visits United States 


THE President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Harold Wilson, will 
lead the United Kingdom Delegation to the forthcoming Food and 
Agriculture Organization Conference in Washington. 

Whilst in the United States Mr. Wilson will take the opportunity 
of visiting other centres to gain a first hand impression of the market 
conditions in the United States for British exports. 

Mr. Wilson arranged to leave for the United States on Thursday. 


Dollars for Advertising 


A REPORT appeared in a newspaper on November 14 alleging that 
““ there have been complaints to the Board of Trade from exporters 
that the Treasury is holding up their advertising campaigns in United 
States markets.”’ 

In fact, the policy being followed by the Treasury with exporters 
is that stated by the Chancellor of the Exchequer at a Press conference 
in London as recently as September 19, when he said: “‘ So far as 
the Government are concerned in allowing them to have dollars, we 
are prepared to go to the utmost limit in encouraging sales by proper 
sales promotion.” 

The real position is therefore that exporters are encouraged by the 
Government to export to the dollar market, and applications for the 
dollars needed for advertising receive prompt and sympathetic treat- 
ment. It would be unfortunate if such statements as that reproduced 
above were to mislead exporters as to the real situation.

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Changes in the Control of 
Timber 


A NUMBER of changes in the control of timber, which Will take 
effect on Monday next, November 21, are announced by the Boar 
of Trade. 


Hardwood 

In order to conserve scarce supplies and direct them to 
users, it has become necessary to add two kinds of hardwood to those 
few still subject to control of acquisition, consumption, etc, 
are American Oak, and nearly all of the previously uncontrolled spec; 
cations of teak lumber and logs. The full list of controlled hardwood 
will then be Ash, Basswood, Canadian and American Birch, American 
Cypress, Hickory, Honduras Mahogany, Rock Maple, American Oak 
and American Poplar; and also Teak (Tectona grandis) of qlj 
specifications (except scantlings and strips 4 ins. and under thick 
by 5 ins. and under wide, other than decks imported as such), All 
other kinds of hardwood may be bought and used without licence 
Price control under the Imported Hardwood Prices Orders remains 
unaffected. 


Softwood 

Supplies of softwood are sufficient only for essential licensed 
purposes, and it has therefore become necessary to discontinye 
licence-free acquisition of £1 worth of home-grown and “ recovered. 
unclassified ’’ timber each month. Accordingly, from November 2{ 
the acquisition, disposal, use and consumption of ail softwood will 
— a licence under the Control of Timber (General Provisions) 

rders. 


Plywood 

Without needing a licence everybody will be able to buy from ply. 
wood merchants up to £2 worth each month of the kinds of plywood 
which are now less scarce. 


Veneer 

Control of acquisition, disposal, use and consumption of Veneer 
will cease ; that is, licences will no longer be needed for these 
purposes. Price control and the present arrangements for import 
licences (where applicable) remain unchanged.

Open General Licence for Import 
of Raw Wool and Products 


N ACCORDANCE with the policy of import relaxations, details 
of which were given in the Board of Trade Fournal on October |, 
it is announced in Notice to Importers No. 342 that, with effect from 
November 22, 1949, an Open General Licence has been granted for 
the import of the following goods :— 
Wool, sheep’s and lambs’, raw ; 
Wool noils ; 
Wool waste (not pulled or garnetted) ; 
Wool flocks ; 
Woollen and hair rags ; 
Cotton waste, unmanufactured ; 
Rape seed oil ; 
Arsenious Oxide including White Arsenic 
consigned from and originating in any country or territory other than 
Albania, Argentina, Belgium, Belgian Congo, Bolivia, Bulgana, 
Canada, Colombia, Costa Rica, Cuba, Czechoslovakia, Dominican 
Republic, Ecuador, El Salvador, French Somaliland, Germany 
(Russian Zone), Germany (Western), Guatemala, Haiti, Honduras, 
Hungary, Iran, Japan, Liberia, Luxemburg, Mexico, Nicaragua, 
Panama, Philippines, Poland, Rumania, Switzerland, Tangier, 
Uruguay, United States, Union of Soviet Socialist Republics, Vene- 
zuela, Yugoslavia. c

”™ | Development Plans 


The Report examines also other factors which seem likely to 
j determine the future of Commonwealth trade. One of these is 

the extent to which under-developed countries in the Commonwealth 
are planning development projects : among specific cases described 
are India, where development plans envisaged a capital expenditure 
of £1,000 million during a five-year period, and the Colonies, where a 
total expenditure of some £500 million is envisaged during the next 
few years. As the external trade of these countries is already impor- 
tant, and must be affected by much of the development expenditure, 
it is concluded that development on the scale contemplated might 
imply changes in the volume, character and direction of Commonwealth 
trade which would alter very considerably the present pattern. 


Results of somewhat the same kind, as the Report points out, may 
follow population changes, a factor underlying certain trends in 
Commonwealth trade during the past few years, and one which may 
become even more prominent as plans for migration by Common- 
wealth countries are put into effect. Such population movements 
are regarded as having an important bearing on the future, being 
clearly relevant to plans for the expansion of both agricultural and 
industrial production. Thus it is noted that shortage of manpower, 
as of other resources, might, as perhaps is already the case in Australia, 
Present a country with the choice between expanding the output 
of primary products or developing secondary industries; alternatively, 
a in Southern Rhodesia, the choice may be between expanding the 
Production of export crops, such as tobacco, or food crops needed 
for home consumption. In certain circumstances also the export and 
import trade may be affected even more directly, since the growth of

of primary products might seriously reduce the exports of exporting 
countries or increase the food requirements of importing countries. 
India, where very large imports of food grains have become necessary 
during the post-war years, is a case in point, while Australia, which 
expects to increase its population from under 8 million to 10 million 
by 1960, may face similar problems. 


Pattern of Trade 


In a factual survey of the course of Commonwealth trade during 


. the past few years the Report assesses the effects of some of these 


factors and some recent developments. An examination of the com- 
parative extent of different Commonwealth markets in 1938 and 1948 
shows the continuing importance of the United Kingdom as the largest 
outlet for Commonwealth exports; it is concluded that, notwith- 
standing the many changes of recent years, any contraction in the 
volume of Commonwealth trade with the United Kingdom occasioned 
by the war has now been righted. No less striking, however, is the 
evidence of the extent to which Commonwealth countries have de- 
veloped markets in North America and in 1948 the United States 
was second only to the United Kingdom as an outlet for Common- 
wealth produce. General considerations affecting trade with North 
America are reviewed and a table in the Report shows the part played 
in this development by the chief ‘“‘ dollar-earning’’ commodities 
exported from Commonwealth countries. Europe, which before 
the war ranked after the United Kingdom as an export outlet, now 
takes third place but has since the war become a much more extensive 
market than formerly for several Commonwealth countries, and the 
developments envisaged under the European Recovery Programme 
are expected to enlarge its potentialities. The growing importance 
of both Africa and India is seen in the figures for trade with these 
areas, and it is pointed out that this in the long run may be further 
increased by the continuance of industrialization in countries such as 
South Africa and the development programmes now contemplated 
in India and Africa. 


Tin Control Ends 


THE Minister of Supply has made an Order* which freed tin from 
control from November 15, when the London Metal Exchange 
resumed dealings in tin. 

The Ministry’s published prices were withdrawn from that date. 
Consumers in the United Kingdom will not thereafter require a 
licence to acquire tin. They should obtain their supplies through 
commercial channels. 

Orders for tin bearing a postmark up to and including November 14 
were accepted by the Directorate of Non-Ferrous Metals, Rugby, 
at the Ministry’s current prices. 

The Board of Trade announces that under an Orderf which also 
came into operation on November 15, tin in certain forms (not alloys, 
ores or concentrates) is freed from export licensing control.

Revocation of Open General Licence 


Following the re-opening on November 15 of the London Metal 
Exchange for dealings in unwrought and unalloyed tin metal, the 
Board of Trade announce (in Notice to Importers No. 343) that 
with effect on November 14, 1949, they have revoked the Open 
General Licence previously granted for the import of tin, in blocks, 
ingots, bars and slabs consigned from any part of the British Empire. 
In cases, however, where the Commissioners of Customs and Excise 
are satisfied that the goods were despatched to the United Kingdom 
prior to November 14, 1949, and arrive in the United Kingdom before 
November 21, 1949, they will be admitted without the necessity for an 
individual licence. 

Members of the London Metal Exchange have been given import 
facilities and non-members, who wish to import, other than through 
purchase from a member of the Exchange, will require an individual 
import licence. 
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World Wool Situation 


T IS still too early to analyse the effects of the alteration in the 
ollar-sterling exchange rate, but prices for raw wool continued to 
rise both in London and in the primary markets, states Wool Intelli- 
gence*. ‘The most marked increases occurred in medium crossbred 
wool (50’s). Competition has remained keen and some buying has 
been done by the United States but not as yet on any significant 
scale. Activity in Europe has been well maintained but wool con- 
sumption has remained at about last year’s level or even slightly 
below. There appears to be some recovery in activity in the United 
States though wool consumption is still at a low level. 


Production 


World production of raw wool for the 1949-50 season is estimated 
at 3,844 million lbs., greasy basis. This represents an increase of 
86 million lbs. on the preliminary figure of 3,758 million Ibs. for 
1948-49, and is above the pre-war average. Wool production in 
Australia is estimated to increase from 1,030 million lbs. to 1,080 
million Ibs., and in Argentina to increase from 460 million lbs. to 
500 million Ibs. Declines are expected to take place in South Africa, 
due to drought, from 244 million lbs. to 220 million Ibs., and in the 
United States, due to the continued decline in sheep numbers, from 
296 million lbs. to 275 million Ibs. The merino clip is estimated at 
1,295 million lbs. compared with 1,270 million Ibs. in 1948-49 and 
1,393 million lbs. pre-war. The output of crossbred wool is put at 
1,720 million Ibs. and carpet type wool at 829 million lbs. against 
1,687 million Ibs. and 801 million Ibs. respectively in 1948-49. 


Exports 


During the first two months of the current season exports from 
Australia totalled 160 million Ibs., actual weight, an increase of six 
per cent., on the previous season. Exports from New Zealand, 
however, during the same period, and from the Union of South Africa 
during the first quarter, were 25 per cent. and 28 per cent. lower than 
in the corresponding periods of the 1948-49 season. Argentina 
exported only 177 million lbs. in the 1948-49 season, a decline of 
63 per cent. on the previous season. Exports from Uruguay in the 
first eleven months of the 1948-49 season, at 94 million lbs., were 
37 per cent. lower than in the comparable period of the 1947-48 
season. 


Imports 


Retained imports of raw wool into the United Kingdom in Sep- 
tember at 42 million lbs., were 38 per cent. less than in the previous 
month. Retained imports during the first nine months of the year, 
however, exceeded those in the comparable period of 1948 by 26 per 
cent. 

August imports into Belgium, and July imports into France, 
Netherlands and Italy all showed increases over the levels of the 
previous month, but imports into Switzerland in September declined 
from the August level. Most of the major European consuming 
countries have increased their imports in 1949 as compared with 
last year; an important exception is Belgium, where purchases are 
running at two per cent. below the 1948 level. 

United States imports fell from 30 million Ibs., in June to 23 million 
Ibs. in July. Canadian imports showed a similar trend, and the July 
level was the lowest for some months. Both countries have taken 
less this year than in 1948; the United States’ purchases have declined 
by 60 per cent. and Canada’s by 24 per cent. 

Activity 

Activity in the three major European consuming countries (the 
United Kingdom, France and Belgium), showed in general a seasonal 
decline in August. The United Kingdom’s consumption of raw wool 
and production and consumption of tops were all below the previous 
month’s levels. ‘Total deliveries of worsted yarn recovered from the 
July level, but deliveries for export fell by seven per cent. to their 
lowest of the year. Deliveries of tissues remained approximately 
at the low July level. The value of average monthly exports of wool 
goods in the third quarter of the year was two per cent. up on that 
in the previous quarter, but was still 18 per cent. below the end-1949 
target rate. 

In France, the August output of processed wool, woollen yarn and

Third Meeting of International 
Wool Study Group 


REPRESENTATIVES from the Argentine, Australia, Belgium 

Canada, Czechoslovakia, Denmark, Dominican Republic, Egypt, 
Finland, France, India, Italy, Netherlands, New Zealand, Pakistan, 
Persia, Poland, Switzerland, Turkey, the United Kingdom, Union 
of South Africa, United States, Uruguay and Yugoslavia, together 
with observers from the Food and Agriculture Organization, United 
Kingdom Dominion Wool Disposals Limited, International Wool 
Textile Organization and Commonwealth Economic Committee 
participated in the Third meeting of the Wool Study Group in 
London from November 7 to 9. 

The Study Group reviewed the changes which have taken place 
in the world wool situation since their Second Meeting in October 
1948. ‘They heard statements from the different delegations as to 
the position in their respective countries with special reference to 
any problems arising therein, and to any matters of international 
interest. 

The Group noted that the post-war trend of world wool production 
continued to show an increase. It expected that in 1949-50 production 
of all wool would total 3,844 million lbs. (greasy basis) compared with 
3,758 million Ibs. in 1948-49, 3,721 million Ibs. in 1947-48, and 
3,788 million lbs. per annum in the period 1934-39. Of total wool 
production, apparel wool amounted to 2,957 million Ibs. in 1948-49, 
and is expected to reach 3,015 million Ibs. in 1949-50. 


In the five principal exporting countries the production of merino 
wool has been steadily rising since the war and is expected to reach 
the pre-war level in the current season. The output of crossbred and 
other types of wool has been appreciably higher than in the immediate 
pre-war period. 

In the principal wool importing countries the aggregate production 
of merino wool has declined sharply compared with pre-war owing 
to the reduced output in the United States. Production in these 
countries of crossbred is increasing but has achieved only. 83 per 
cent. of the 1934-39 average. Production of types other than merino 
and crossbred is also increasing, and has passed the pre-war level. 


It was noted that the aggregate of production of principal exporters 
and importers in the current season would exceed the pre-war level 
by alittle over 3 per cent.; but in the current season merino production 
in those countries is estimated at 8 per cent. below pre-war while 
crossbred production is forecast as 10 per cent. above pre-war. 
output of carpet type wool has also increased substantially. 


In examining world consumption of apparel wool it was noted 
that this at 3,547 million Ibs. was 8 per cent. less in 1948-49 than 0 
the preceding season. This was attributed almost entirely to the 
sharp decline in activity in the wool textile industry of the United 
States from which there was little recovery until August 1949. _ 
the assumption that the present level of activity would be maintained 
throughout the season, and taking into account an increased use 0 
noils, shoddy, etc., in substitution for virgin wool, the Group & 
pected that consumption would be very slightly below that of 1948-49. 


It was estimated that at June 30, 1949, Government stocks amounted 
to 640 million Ibs. and commercial stocks to 2,321 million Ibs. 
Commercial stocks amounted to nearly eight months’ consumptiom. 
The Group tentatively estimated that at June 30, 1950, Government 
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e reduced to 317 million Ibs., or barely one month’s 
world consumption, while commercial stocks would fall to 2,131 
million Ibs., i.e., seven to eight months consumption. 

The Group noted the trend in the Prices of wool over the past 
twelve months and recognized that prices were generally at a high 
level. It was recognized, however, that no serious difficulty had been 
rienced in obtaining adequate supplies. Difficulty in disposing 
of the products of the wool textile industry appeared to be confined 
in the main to the industries of those countries whose currencies 
were hard in comparison with those of their overseas customers. 

The Group commended the work of Technical Committee in 
developing a minimum standard for the collection and reporting of 
world wool statistics. In order to further this work the Group 
re-established the Technical Committee which will include repre- 
sentatives designated by interested member governments — and 
international organizations concerned with world wool statistics 
The Technical Committee will report to the Group at its Fourth 
Meeting. 

Having noted all these facts the Group concluded that no imme- 
diate problems existed in connection with the production consumption 
or trade in wool which called for intergovernmental action. 

Finally the Group agreed to continue to meet from time to time 
in its present form in order to review the world wool position, and 
appointed a small committee to deal with minor questions arising 
between meetings of the full Group.

Raw Cotton Commission Cover 
for Overnight Export Offers 


T° MEET the special needs of spinners conducting export business, 
the Raw Cotton Commission offers, after discussion with the 
Federation of Master Cotton Spinners, a facility designed to limit 
the risk of loss through the acceptance of overnight offers immediately 
following an upward change in the Commission’s cotton prices. 
Following the introduction of the new cover scheme, price changes 
may sometimes occur on weekdays, other than Monday, and losses 
may be incurred in this way—a spinner having for example put out 
offers on Tuesday evening based on a then ruling raw cotton price of 
2950d., might receive an acceptance at noon the following day, 
the cotton price having been advanced to 32:50d. at 10 a.m. that 
morning. He would have to cover at the new price, 32:50d.—3d. 
more than the price on which he had based his offers. 


For export business only, the Commission is prepared, on limited 
agreed weights of yarn, to underwrite any such losses exceeding one 
penny per pound on price changes announced on any day except 
Monday. Firms desiring to avail themselves of this facility should 
communicate with the Commission’s Liverpool office (Cotton Ex- 
change Buildings, Old Hall Street), who will supply any further 
information required. 


Cotton Yarn Exports 


ON November 1 it was announced that, after consultation between 

‘the Board of Trade, the Cotton Board, and representatives of the 
spinning and doubling sections, the Board of Trade were temporarily 
stopping the issue of licences for cotton yarn destined for soft currency 
countries, 

The Cotton Board now announce that licences for the export of 
cotton yarn to hard currency countries will continue to be issued. 
Licences for Commonwealth and Empire markets will also be issued 
Provided that the total quantity remains at a reasonable level. 

Applications for licences to export cotton yarn to soft currency 
countries may be submitted, but these will be subjected to close 
scrutiny and licences will only be issued provided that the quantity 
18 reasonable. Licences cannot be issued for the excessive quantities 
which caused the present embargo to be imposed. 

In general, licences for the export of fine count yarns will be issued 
or all markets provided that the total quantity is not excessive. 
Applicants are asked in future to give precise details of the counts of 
yarn and the type of cotton used in spinning. 

Applications lodged with the Board of Trade or the Cotton Board 
or Which licences have not been issued are being returned to the 
applicant in order that he may supply the additional information 


referred to in the previous paragraph. 
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Cotton Board Team for United States 


HE Cotton Board confirm that following consultations with the 
industry’s Standing Conference on, Overseas Trade Policy they 
have accepted an invitation from representatives of the American 
cotton textile industry to a further conference in New York at the 
end of this month on problems of mutual interest to both industries. 
It had been hoped that the announcement of the conference would 
have been made first by the American hosts, but in view of unofficial 
references to the matter in the Press in this country the Board ‘feel 
obliged to confirm the arrangement and to give the composition of 
the British team. The party hopes to sail to-day, and will be composed

Rumours of Leather Shortage Denied 


RUMovRS are current that there is, or is likely to be in the near 

future, an acute shortage of leather in this country owing to the 
effects of revaluation on the hide and skin markets of the world. 

The Leather Control of the Board of Trade announce that these 
fears are quite unfounded. They point out that the actual imports 
of raw materials during the first nine months of the current year were 
at a higher level than in the corresponding period of last year. The

In addition to these actual arrivals arrangements have been made, 
or will be made, for the continuation of supplies so long as purchase 
remains on Government account. Thereafter, adequate facilities will 
be made available for private purchase to meet the estimated hide and 
skin requirements of the country, so that the pipe-line of material for 
the tanneries should be adequate. 

While the over-all leather supply position is expected to be normal, 
there may, of course, be temporary shortages of a few special classes 
of leather due to circumstances quite outside the influence of the 
Leather Control, but this is no new feature in the trade in leather.

Production in the Third Quarter of 1949 


For the third quarter of 1949 the wool content of worsted yarn 
deliveries averaged very slightly more than for the three months 
April to June and 8 per cent. more than in the third quarter of 1948. 
The monthly average for hand-knitting yarn deliveries was 10 per 
cent. higher than in the second quarter and 60 per cent. more than 
inthe third quarter of last year. 

Deliveries of woven wool fabrics averaged 22°83 million linear 
yards, a little more than in the second quarter and 4 per cent. more 
than in July to September 1948. Blankets delivered averaged 5 per 
cent. more than in April to June, but 13 per cent. less than a year 
earlier.

WEDNESDAY NOVEMBER 9 


British Exports Before War 


Asked what was the total of British export in 1935, 1936, 1937 and 
1938 and, of these totals, what was the amount which went to the 
present hard currency countries, the President of the Board of Trade, 
Mr. Harold Wilson, gave the following figures :-—

THURSDAY NOVEMBER 10 


Carbon Black 


Asked about imports and production of carbon black, the President 
said that in the first six months of 1949, 14,279 tons of carbon blacks 
made from natural gas and 2,498 tons of other blacks were imported. 
The total value of these imports was just over £1 million. Production 
of furnace black had already begun in one of the three factories which 
were being built in this country, but it was too early to say to what 
extent its production might replace imported blacks. It was expected 
that the other two, which would make furnace blacks similar to 
brands now being imported from America and suitable for use in the 
tyre industry, would be working about the middle of next year. As 
the need for imported blacks would depend on the progress of these 
developments, he could not give a useful estimate of the 1950 imports 
of carbon black. 

He could, however, say that the total output of the three new 
factories would, it was hoped, supply about half the country’s 
requirements. 


O.E.E.C. and Removal of Import Restrictions 


At its recent meeting the Council of O.E.E.C. agreed that member 
countries should adopt the objective of removing quantitative re- 
strictions before December 15, 1949, at the latest, on at least 50 per 
cent. of their total imports on private account from the other member 
countries as a group, in the respective fields of food and feeding 
stuffs, raw materials and manufactured goods counted separately, 
the President said. If any member country felt unable, in the light 
of its economic and financial position, to implement this decision 
fully, it was required to report its reasons to the Organization before 
December 15, 1949. The Government must clearly await the response 
of other countries to this latest decision. 


North-East Development Area 


No change in the boundaries of the North-East Development Area 
was at present contemplated the President stated. 

Ninety-five new factories and extensions of 5,000 square feet and 
over with a floor space of some 5} million square feet, were under 


construction in the North-Eastern Development Area, he added, 
Of the 17 Government financed factories 8 were Virtually finj 
2 others were more than 60 per cent. completed and the remainde 
were in varying stages of construction. Similar information in Tespery 
of the privately financed factories was not available. 

The President said that 75 other new factories and extensions of 


5,000 square feet or over in the North-Eastern Development Ara E 


had been approved but were not yet under construction, 


Yorkshire Potash Industry 
Asked whether it was proposed to implement the recommendation 


report of the Mineral Development Committee and in its eighth 
main recommendation, the President replied that he was satisfied 
with the progress of the exploratory work now going on in North 
Yorkshire, and he did not consider that any Government interven. 
tion on the lines suggested in the Report of the Mineral Development 
Committee was necessary at present. The Minister of Fuel and Powe 
stated on July 25 last that the Government had decided to accept 
the recommendation of the Committee that certain minerals, including 
potash, should be brought into public ownership, and no speci 
steps as regards potash seemed to be required in advance of thi 
general legislation. 


Identification Marks on Pottery 


The President said he was anxious to allow caterers and othe 
large users of domestic pottery to have their ware rubber stamped 
with initiais or some other mark of identification as soon as possible, 
His department had very recently discussed with the pottery manu. 
facturers the possibility of making such a relaxation in control; 
but he was advised that at the present time this could not be don 
without sensibly affecting total production and exports owing to the 
continuing shortage of suitable labour in the potteries. He was, 
however, keeping the matter constantly under review. 


Payments for Losses in Japanese Occupation 


Asked when the ex-gratia payments to United Kingdom British 
subjects in respect of losses incurred as a result of Japanese occupation 
would be made, the President replied that payments under the 
scheme, which he announced on June 27, were begun on July 15 and 
were continuing as rapidly as circumstances permitted. 


Imports of Fiction 


The President said he was satisfied that, in general, importers had 
been observing the conditions on which licences were granted for the 
import of fiction. Licences were no longer being issued for fiction 
from the United States. The latest date of expiry of import licences 
prior to the standstill for fiction from the United States was 
December 10, 1949. Imports were still coming forward against these 
licences and would be paid for in the normal manner. 


Monopolies Commission 


The President was asked whether his attention had been drawn to 
the announcement by Lady Meynell, Secretary of the Monopolies 
and Restrictive Practices Commission, that on returning to England 
after investigating anti-trust action in America she would break up 
some trusts; and whether he authorized this pre-judging of the issues 
on which her commission was deliberating. The President was als 
asked how far this represented Government policy. 


Replying, the President said the Monopolies Commission was 
independent statutory body and he was in no way responsible for 
the actions and statements of members of the Commission’s staf 
He did, however, consult the Chairman of the Commission about the 
report of the Secretary’s statements which appeared in one newspapt! 
and he informed him that as soon as this report came to the Secretary’ 
attention, she cabled the Chairman that it did not represent what she 
had said at all. He had since been informed that the Commussi0 
had considered this matter and were fully satisfied that the observ

tions attributed to the Secretary were, in fact, a complete mi* 


representation.

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o October 31 was approximately £22,500, and the

Imports of Woodpulp . . 

Asked whether, in view of present balance of trade difficulties, 
he would review his policy with regard to importation of woodpulp 
for paper making and utilize the paper salvage available in this country, 
the President said that in view of the need to maintain the competitive 
standards of the paper-making industry, he would not be justified 
in restricting the import of woodpulp which was available for curren- 
cies we could afford. 

It was estimated that the total f.0.b. value of the imports of woodpulp 
and other materials for paper-making for the current year would be

Talks with the Argentine 

Questioned about progress made recently to procure more stable 
conditions of trade between this country and the Argentine, the 
President replied that discussions were now taking place with the 
Argentine Government and it would be premature for him to make 
any statement at this stage. 
Cuts in Utility Goods Margins 

Asked what evidence he had of manufacturers, since the cut in 


margins on Utility goods, refusing to supply direct to retailers, the 
President replied ‘‘ None, Sir.” 


Hairdressing Charges 


Asked whether he would control the charges for haircutting, the 
President said no doubt the questioner had seen recent announce- 
ments of increased charges for hairdressing. He was glad to be able 
to tell him that they referred to only a small number of hairdressers, 
and that as a result of discussions with the Central Price Regulation 
Committee, the responsible trade associations, which represented 
nearly 20,000 hairdressers throughout the country, had advised their 
members not to increase hairdressing charges. The few hairdressers 
who had recently increased their charges had been advised to revert 
to their old tariff, and he understood that most of them had already 
done so. The action of the trade associations appeared to have been 
effective, and it seemed unnecessary for him to exercise at present 
any statutory powers to control these charges. 


Pilot Census of Distribution 


The President was asked whether he was aware that some shop- 
keepers were hesitating to fill up the forms connected with the pilot 
census of distribution upon the grounds that it was part of the 
Government’s policy to establish State-owned shops; and whether 
he would contribute to the success of this census by stating the 
Government’s policy in this connection. 

He replied that the pilot Census of Distribution was taken over a 
year ago and shopkeepers were not being, and would not be, asked 
to fill in any more of these pilot census forms. The rest of the 
question, therefore, did not arise but he took the opportunity of 
repeating that it was not the Government’s policy to socialize shops. 


British Film Industry 


Questioned as to what steps he was taking to ave:t the threatened 
collapse of the British film producing industry, the President replied 
that the member was presumbly referring to the position disclosed 
on November 7 by the publication of reports and accounts with res- 
pect to one leading organization engaged in film production. While 
he very much regretted the embarrassments which had overtaken 
Mr. Rank’s companies—a group which had in the past made a unique 
contribution to the high reputation of British films generally—he 
could not agree that these developments confronted us with any 

threatened collapse of the British film producing industry.”’ The 
various steps which the Government had taken to support the industry 
were well known to the House, and he would, of course, continue to 
watch the situation closely. 


Japanese Export Goods 


Asked what information he had received as to whether the abolition 
of export floor prices for all Japanese export goods except silk applied 
to raw silk or to silk piece-goods, the President replied that floor 
prices had been maintained for both raw silk and silk piece-goods. 
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Production of Napkins 

The President said he had taken all practicable steps to help secure 
increased production of babies’ napkins and he had impressed on the 
manufacturers the importance of maintaining an adequate supply 
on the home market. 


Comparative Figures in Trade Returns 


Asked why the comparative figures for 1938 had been dropped 
out of the Trade and Navigation Returns, the President replied that 
it was the normal practice to show in the Trade and Navigation 
Accounts the figures for the current year with those of the two previous 
years for the purpose of comparison. The wartime years were, of 
course, completely abnormal and therefore useless for this purpose. 
Consequently in the period immediately following the cessation of 
hostilities, figures for the year 1938 were quoted until, with the 
lapse of time, more up-to-date figures of reasonably normal trade 
became available. The 1938 value figures were not altogether satis- 
factory for comparative purposes owing to the much higher prices 
prevailing since the war. 


Importation of Coconuts 


In the House of Lords, Lord Lucas said that coconuts in shell 
were included in the list of items for which import relaxations, in the 
form of Open General Licences operative as from October 5, were 
announced by the President of the Board of Trade on September 29 
last. 

The territories to which these Open General Licences applied 
included all parts of the Colonial Empire. 


MONDAY NOVEMBER 14 


German Industrial Plant as Reparations 


Asked to give an estimate of the value of goods taken from Germany 
by the United Kingdom as reparations, the Parliamentary Secretary 
to the Board of Trade, Mr. John Edwards, replied that he took it 
that the question referred to capital industrial plant forming part 
of the reparations due to the United Kingdom. Reparation plant 
was valued in terms of 1938 Reichsmarks for purposes of division 
between claimant nations. On this basis the United Kingdom had 
at the end of October been allocated 93 million (1938) Reichsmarks 
worth of plant, of which Reichsmarks 40 million worth had actually 
been delivered. 


Finishing Capacity for Steel 


The Minister of Supply, Mr. George Strauss, stated that no 
additional finishing capacity for the manufacture of those types of 
steel now in short supply would become available until 1951, but 
improved supplies of raw material for existing finishing capacity 
would lead to some increase in production of sheet and wire in 1950. 


Cars for Home Market 


In distributing cars on the home market the motor industry had 
been asked so far as possible to discriminate generally in favour of 
customers requiring cars for business or professional purposes, 
Mr. Strauss said. 


Electric Washing Machines 


Asked to manufacture a Government-sponsored utility washing 
machine at a price within the reach of the ordinary housewife, Mr. 
Strauss replied that he did not consider that electric washing machines 
came within the category of prime necessities, to which the utility 
scheme was limited. 


TUESDAY NOVEMBER 15 


Price of Toys 

Asked about the report of the enquiry into the price of toys, Mr. John 
Edwards said that the Central Price Regulation Committee had 
reported that there had been no general increase in the price of toys. 
A few manufacturers had recently raised some of their prices, mainly 
in respect of metal toys, by varying amounts, representing an average 
increase of about 4 per cent. over all their toys. The higher prices 
were attributable for the most part to increases in costs of metal 
materials incurred before devaluation. 

The Committee had evidence that importers had not increased 
their prices for foreign toys to the full extent of increases in cost due 
to changes in exchange rates. The great majority of distributors were 
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not exceeding the margins previously allowed under price control : 
and the trade associations representing distributors had undertaken to 
circularize all their members with a recommendation that during this 
Christmas season no distributor should exceed those margins. He 
was glad to say that there was every indication that there were more 
and better toys available in the shops this season than for many years. 

In all the circumstances it had been decided not to re-impose price 
control at present. ‘The Central Price Regulation Committee would, 
however, review the position in about three months’ time. 


Boxes for Horticulture 


In view of the great need of softwood for essential purposes, Mr. 
Edwards said he was afraid that none could be licensed for flower 
boxes ; but hardwood, which should be used} was not, in general, 
scarce. If members were concerned about a shortage of any particular 
type of hardwood, or about any other kind of case needed in horti- 
culture, he would be pleased to look into the matter. 


Price for Processed Waste 


Asked whether he was aware that processed waste which was sold 
to pig keepers in April at a price of £4 10s. per ton delivered is now 
being sold at a price of £7 1s. 8d. per ton delivered ; and why he had 
permitted this increase of 57 per cent. in the price charged, Mr. 
Edwards replied that the maximum price of concentrated kitchen 
waste was increased from £4 10. to £6 a ton under the Kitchen Waste 
Order, 1949, which came into force on May 2 last. The Order 
permitted the addition of transport charges, plus specified charges 
for the supply of bags. 

The maximum price was increased on the withdrawal of Govern- 
ment subsidies, and the new prices, which were based on the average 
costs of production, brought this feeding stuff into line with the 
prices of other feeding stuffs. 


Odeon Cinemas 


On the facts at present before him, Mr. Edwards said he saw no 
sufficient reason to justify an enquiry into the affairs of the Odeon 
Group under the Companies Act. 


Payments from the Argentine 


The President was asked whether he was aware that the debts 
outstanding in respect of locomotives, rolling stock and other railway 
engineering materials delivered to the Argentine now amounted to 
nearly £2,000,000, and had been outstanding for a considerable 
period, some for nearly 12 months ; and what action had been taken 
by His Majesty’s Government to bring pressure to bear upon the 
Argentine Government to implement their undertaking given at the 
time of the Anglo-Argentine Trade Agreement last June to clear off 
outstanding payments without exchange loss and with what results. 

The Secretary for Overseas Trade, Mr. A. G. Bottomley, said this 
matter had constantly formed the subject of representations to the 
Argentine Government and was one of the many issues arising out of 
the Trade Agreement of last June which was now under discussion 
in Buenos Aires. Some payments were transferred in the July-August 
period, and he understood that the Argentine authorities now proposed 
to transfer a more substantial sum forthwith against these arrears. 

Answering a further question, Mr. Bottomley said, His Majesty’s 
Government had been most gratified at the response shown by 
United Kingdom exporters in the attention which they had devoted 
to the Argentine market, and they would do all they could to secure 
the satisfactory operation of the Anglo-Argentine Trade Agreement 
of June last. His Majesty’s Government had no powers to assume 
financial responsibility for payments due from the Argentine. He 
assumed, however, that the exporters concerned were aware of the 
insurance facilities afforded by the Export Credits Guarantee Depart- 
ment. 


Exporters to North American Markets 


Asked to consider setting up Government-sponsored sales organiza- 
tions in the United States and Canada to assist small British exporters, 
Mr. Bottomley replied that the President was not satisfied that the 
suggestion was desirable or practicable, having regard to the structure 
of our foreign trade. As the President had stated on many occasions, 
however, the Board of Trade were ready to give all the assistance they 
properly could to exporters, large or small, to the North American 
markets. If any small exporters, or groups of exporters themselves 
desired to set up a joint selling organization in either or both of these 
markets, the Board were ready to consider whether there was any 
assistance they could usefully give, bearing in mind the facilities 
available from the Export Credits Guarantee Department. 
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Boys’ Utility Stockings 


Boys’ utility stockings were made to specifications which had bee 
designed to ensure the production of satisfactory stockin, and ‘ 
arrangements had worked well in practice, Mr. Edwards said ™ 
Board of Trade had received no complaints, but if he could i 
details of any unsatisfactory cases he would have them investigated. 


Margins for Utility Goods 


Mr. Edwards stated that the reduced maximum margins for utili 
clothing, utility footwear and utility household textiles that sy 
brought into force on September 26 would be found in Seater 
Instruments 1949 Nos.: 1599, 1608 and 1724, and 1920 respe 
tively. The corresponding maximum margins in force immedine 
prior to September 26 will be found in Statutory Instruments 194 
Nos. : 1132, 206 and 232, and 1311 respectively. 


Children’s Footwear 


Asked about action taken to promote the manufacture of adequate 
supplies of utility grade children’s boots and shoes, made on lash 
which take into account the needs of growing feet, the President 
said, every opportunity had been taken to encourage the fille 
possible use of the latest developments in the technique of last-making 
for children’s footwear. Several meetings on this subject had been 
held this year with the trade organizations concerned. Steps had aly 
been taken to increase supplies of the types of leather specially 
suitable for the manufacture of children’s footwear. ‘The Boot, Sho 
and Allied Trades Research Association had, for some time, been 
carrying out research on lasts for children’s footwear, and the industry 
is making use of the results of this work. : 


Valuation of Films 


The President was asked whether, in view of the differences of 
practice in the valuation of films for balance sheet purposes, he would 
consider what steps were necessary to ensure a greater degree of 
uniformity in this matter by the inclusion of fuller information in the 
accounts furnished under the Companies Act. 

He replied: ‘‘ Yes, Sir.’’ He felt that variations of practice in this 
matter required examination and he was accordingly asking the 
Standing Consultative Committee on matters arising in the administre 
tion of the Companies Act, which was appointed in 1948 to consider 
this and associated questions and to report. 

Gilpin Engineering Mission 

The President said the Gilpin Engineering Mission suggested that 
appropriate sections of the engineering industry should establish 
full time specialist technical representatives in Canada in order to 
supplement and assist the sales promotion activities of individual 
firms, and that a measure of Government assistance should be avail: 
able for this purpose. This latter recommendation was accepted and 
the assistance was being furnished by means of an Export Credit 
guarantee. It was available to any section of the engineering industn 
which wished to adopt this method of sales promotion, and his official: 
(and those of the Minister of Supply), together with leading member 
of the Gilpin Mission themselves, had taken every opportunity 0 
pressing it upon the attention of the whole engineering industry 
He was not aware of any specific section which had refused to accept 
this scheme, though it was of course one of many ways for expanding 
exports of machinery to Canada and might not be appropriate for 
every section of the industry. He understood that arrangement 
were likely to be concluded in the near future about the appointmen 
of such representatives by three or four sections of the industry.

UMMER HOLIDAYS affected paper and board production this 
Geer in the same manner and to the same degree as in the two 
preceding years. Thus the pattern of last year’s figures is almost 
exactly reproduced in the figures given below, although the general 
evel of production is now running considerably higher—one-sixth 
higher in the case of paper, and one-tenth higher in the case of board. 
Output of paper, after falling back in July, recovered in August and 
September to the level of the second quarter ; in September newsprint 
output was back at its highest post-war level, whilst production of

greaseproof, glazed transparent, etc., papers was the highest yet 
recorded. Only cigarette tissue showed a pronounced fall in output. 

Board production, adversely affected by holidays in both July and 
August, set up a new record, both in total and for the main individual 
categories, in September. 

The figures in Tables I and II below give weekly average production 
(in tons) of various types of paper and board, together with percentages 
of pre-war weekly average production, for the months July, August 
and September.

Non-Ferrous Metal 


NDER an Order which came into force on November 15, 1949, 
the Minister of Supply has :— 
consolidated all previous Control of Non-Ferrous Metals (Copper, 
Lead and Zinc) Orders ; 
freed from control the acquisition and disposal of copper and zinc 
scrap, and 
revoked the old statutory maximum prices of copper, lead and 
zinc. 





Although licences will no longer be required to acquire and dispose 
of scrap copper and zinc, they will still be needed for scrap lead 
owing to the rationing scheme. Licences will still be required for 
unwrought forms of the three metals. 


Since April the Ministry’s selling prices of copper, lead and zinc 
have been announced by Press notice and this practice will continue. 
The prices at present in force for the metals are not changed by the 
new Order. (The margin for copper rods and the extra charges for 
small lots are, however, increased as noted below.) Any further varia- 
tions in prices, discounts, premiums, etc., in the future will be 
announced in the Press in the usual way. What the Order does is to 
remove the out-of-date maximum prices in the old Orders.

Margins for the following products will continue to be settled in 
conjunction with the manufacturers, whose co-operation the Minister 
gratefully acknowledges :— 

black hot rolled copper wire rods, manufactured in the United

The service is 
available throughout the twenty-four hour period but is restricted 
initially to Istanbul. The minimum charge for a call of three minutes 
duration is 35s. 


Universal Postal Union Commemorative Stamps 


BY THE beginning of this month all the Universal Postal Union 
commemorative stamps of Great Britain had been issued from the 
central stocks of the Post Office Supplies Department (London and 
Edinburgh). 

The small number of these stamps still on hand at local Post Offices 
will remain on sale for the time being. 


Faster Airmail 


AIRWAY letters are now carried on British European Airways’ 
services between Manchester, Liverpool, Isle of Man and Belfast 
by agreement with the G.P.O. 


This means, for instance, that a letter handed in at B.E.A.’s office 
in Manchester or at Ringway Airport, in the late afternoon, can be 
collected by the addressee in Belfast the same evening—a saving in 
time of at least 16 hours. 


This arrangement came into effect on November 1, 1949, and is 
an extension of similar facilities which have been provided for some 
time past by B.E.A. between Penzance and the Isles of Scilly, and 
between Glasgow and Stornoway. 


The airway letter is the air equivalent of the railway letter. It 
can be handed in at B.E.A.’s town office or the airport just as a 
railway letter can be handed in at a railway parcel office. 


Each letter must bear the postage stamps required for normal 
Postage rate according to its weight, and in addition an air fee must 








be paid to B.E.A. according to the following scale :— 


Not exceeding 2 oz. 5d. 
” ” 4 OZ. eee 9d. 
16 oz. are ey” | 


The limit of weight is 1 Ib. 
Letters can be directed to be collected personally by the addressee 
or to be posted locally immediately on arrival by B.E.A. 


Air Services to Germany Improved 


A REARRANGEMENT of British European Airways services 
within Germany which will link Dusseldorf directly with Berlin 
and at the same time improve the utilization of aircraft and crews 
was made on November 14. 

This increases the number of B.E.A. flights in and out of Berlin 
from two to three a day—one from London via Amsterdam and 
Hamburg, one from London via Dusseldorf and a local shuttle service 
from Hamburg. Additionally, of course, there are the six return 
flights per week between London and Frankfurt-on-Main, and the 
London/Dusseldorf/Munich service five times weekly which continue. 

Now that Bonn has been chosen as the seat of the new Government 
of Western Germany, the importance of providing swift air com- 
munications between Berlin and Dusseldorf, nearest commercial 
airport to Bonn, becomes self-evident, and in order to release aircraft 
and crews to do this, the less important shuttle service between Ham- 
burg, Dusseldorf and Frankfurt will be discontinued as from 
December 1. 

German passengers can travel on the internal sections of the 
German services and pay in Deutschmarks. 


Increased Air Services to United States and Canada 


BRITISH Overseas Airways Corporation plan to introduce their first 
Boeing Stratocruiser service from London to New York on Tuesday, 
December 6. 

During December there will be one Stratocruiser service a week 
each way between the two cities. It will go via Prestwick and will 
supplement the existing Constellation services. 

Leaving London Airport at 8 p.m. on Tuesdays, the Stratocruisers 
will reach New York at 10.45 a.m. local time (15.45 G.M.T.) the 
next day—an overall journey time of just under 20 hours. The return 
service will leave New York each Saturday at 11 a.m. local time 
(16.00 G.M.T.) and arrive at London at 7.30 a.m.—an overall time of 
154 hours. 

The frequency of the Stratocruiser services will be progressively 
increased and present plans are for three a week in January, five a 
week in February and daily services in March. 

The Constellations operating the daily services between New York 
and Bermuda are due to be replaced by Stratocruisers in February. 
The Constellations released from the New York route will be used 
progressively to increase the frequency of operations between London 
and Montreal until there are daily services in April. 


Plasterboard Prices Reduced 


THE Minister of Works has confirmed the reduction of 4d. per 
square yard in the selling prices of gypsum baseboard and lath and 
}in., }in. and 3in. thicknesses of wallboard, which has been made 
possible by a decrease in the cost of raw materials. This reduction 
operated from November 3, 1949. 


BRITISH STANDARDS 


Cinematograph Sound-on-Film Release Prints 


THE publication of B.S.1492, 35 mm. Cinematograph release prints, 
has been followed by the publication of a complementary standard, 
B.S.1585, 16mm. Cinematograph sound-on-film release prints. 
The essential feature of this Standard is that it specifies for all 16 mm. 
sound-on-prints, whether made by reduction from 35 mm. negatives 
or not, requirements similar to those specified for 35 mm. films, 
so that the projectionist has only one set of conditions to deal with. 
The standard, which was based upon proposals made by the Sub- 
standard Section of the British Kinematograph Society, specifies 
requirements for head-leaders (protective head-leaders, identification 
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head-leaders and synchronizing head-leaders). The standard then 
gives recommendations on the picture section and on motor and 
changeover cues. It deals also with run-out and tail-leaders, and 
includes guidance on print protection, methods of avoiding emulsion 
pick-up, and methods of making motor and changeover cues.

Photographic Lenses 


A REVISION of B.S.1019 has just been published under the title 
** Photographic Lenses (definitions, measurements, methods and 
accuracy of markings.’”’ This Standard which dealt originally only 
with camera lenses applies in its revised form to enlarger lenses 
as well. 

It gives a comprehensive list of definitions of terms used in describ- 
ing the parts of a photographic lens, its focal length and related 
quantities and its aperture. The Standard then specifies the marking 
to be used on photographic lenses to indicate focal length, aperture, 
stop sizes, and distance scales, and prescribes the accuracy required 
for these markings. The Standard includes methods for the measure- 
ment of focal length, effective aperture, and aperture ratio. 

The revised standard includes a recommendation on the direction 
and rotation of the lens iris intended to promote general adoption 
of this method in the future, permitting inclusion in a future revision 
of this Standard of a definite requirement for this feature of design. 
The Standard agrees with the requirements of the corresponding

Spools for Cinematograph Release Prints 


B.S.1587 Spools for 2,000 ft. 35 mm. cinematograph release prints, 
which has just been published, is the logical sequel to the publication 
of B.S.1492-1948, 2,000 ft. 35 mm. cinematograph release prints, 
and describes spools which will take the additional length and weight 
of these longer release prints. 

After long discussions with the interests concerned, the decision 
has been taken to specify only one type of spool, and this may be 
used for either transit or projection. For the time being, only spools 
with metal flanges have been specified, but the standard, while pro- 
viding adequately for strength, restricts the design of the spool as 
little as possible. The standard specifies dimensions of spools together 
with requirements for hubs and flanges, requirements for essential 
points of construction, the accuracy of assembly and finish. 

The standard also provides for the need to earth the spool and film 
to permit discharge of any static electricity which may accumulate 
during use.

Fibreboard Drums for Overseas Shipment 


BRITISH STANDARD (B.S. 1596: 1949) will enable users, 
transport authorities and other interested parties to specify drums 
suitable for carrying dry powders, crystals, solid and semi-solid 
materials to their oversea destinations. 

This first edition of the standard covers only drums made entirely 
from fibreboard, but work is proceeding with a view to extending it to 
cover fibreboard drums with metal, wooden or plywood ends. 

Manufacturers of drums conforming to the standard are recom- 
mended to avail themselves of the facilities provided by the Institu- 
tion’s certification mark scheme. The mark will automatically provide 
a guarantee to users that the product of a manufacturer authorized to 
use it is tested from time to time for conformity with the standard. 

Minimum side-wall and end strengths are given for a range of 
drums having cubic capacities up to 17,200 cubic inches, which is 
equivalent to a maximum net weight of 448 Ibs. or 62 Imp. gallons. 
The tests provided include water resistance, drop tests and a com- 
pression test.

Stretchers, Stretcher Carriers and Hospital Trolleys 


PUBLISHED in 1940 as a War Emergency Standard, British Standard 
for stretchers, stretcher carriers and hospital trolleys (dimensions) 
(B.S. 896 : 1949) has now been revised to take into account the present 
views of the Services and Civil authorities. 

The revised standard provides that all ambulances shall accom- 
modate standard 7 ft. 9 in. stretchers at need. It should be noted that 
this fundamental requirement need not interfere with the use of non- 
standard 6 ft. stretchers for special needs. ‘These shorter stretchers 
can still be carried in ambulances designed to take the standard 
stretcher. The requirements for stretchers agree with the recom- 
mendations in the manual of the International Red Cross. 

The specified dimensions for stretcher carriers accommodate 
stretchers of all the types in use in this country and will also accept 
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satisfactorily the stretchers used in certain other countries 
Preference is expressed in the standard for securing stretch ’ 
ambulances by straps riveted to the stretcher carriers, rather a 
special locking devices which may not be universally applicable - 
The standard also specifies requirements for hospital trolleys 
to carry stretchers—for instance, from the ambulances to the aan 
ward.

Vitamin D in Oil for Poultry Feeding Purposes 


For the best part of a quarter of a century it has been the practice in 
the poultry industry to enrich mashes with some source of Vitamin D, 

It has been decided to prepare standards for two different solutions, 
of which the more concentrated will undoubtedly commend itself t 
the large manufacturer with highly efficient mixing machinery, whik 
the less concentrated will probably be used by the smaller manufacturer 
and those who wish themselves to incorporate it in their poultry mash 

The levels at which either of these solutions will be used must 
depend primarily upon two considerations. First, it will have to be 
decided how much Vitamin D3 it is wished to supply the birds 
in their average daily mash intake ; secondly, it will be necessary to 
know with what efficiency a relatively small amount of oil can be 
distributed uniformly throughout a dry mash. 

The standard (B.S. 1581 :1949) provides minimum limits for 
vitamin potency and maximum acidity, as well as methods of test 
Price 2s. post free. 


Lenses for Cinematograph Projectors 


LENSES for 35mm. cinematograph projectors (B.S.1590:1949), 
is intended to provide standard dimensions for these lenses to secutt 
future interchangeability and to ensure by providing guidance for 
designers of future projectors, that sufficient space is left for lenses.

The standard specifies the method of marking 
focal length and effective aperture of a projection lens mount and the 
accuracy required for these markings. It also provides referent 
methods for the measurement of focal length and clear aperture.

British West Indies as a Market for United Kingdom Goods 


This article was written for the Board of Trade Journal by the United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in Trinidad. The Com- 
mercial Relations and Exports Department of the Board of Trade, I.C. House, Millbank, London, S.W.1, will be pleased to 
answer any questions arising out of the article. 


HAS BEEN customary for articles in this series dealing with 
the Eastern Caribbean to include the whole of the territory covered 
from the Trinidad headquarters of the Trade Commissioner, 

namely Trinidad and Tobago, Barbados, the Leeward and Wind- 
ward Islands, British Guiana and Bermuda. It will be recalled, 
however that a special article on Bermuda was published in the 
Board of Trade Journal on September 17 (pages 547-8) and the follow- 
ing remarks are intended to apply to the rest of the Colonies. 

The immediate effect of the announcement of a change in the 
serling-dollar race of exchange was to create misgivings and alarm. 
Having regard to the fact that the colonies in the Caribbean area 
have always looked to North America for the bulk of their foodstuffs 
and during and since the war, for considerable quantities of their 
manufactured items, it was not unnatural that the people should 
fear a sudden and sharp rise in the cost of living with possibly no 
equivalent and immediate rise in their incomes. 

It is too early to assess the material effects the alteration in the rate 
of exchange will have on the economy of these colonies; the various 
governments have spent large sums in subsidizing essertial foodstuffs 
to offset higher prices but it is very doubtful whether they can afford 
to spend additional money in an attempt to cushion the higher costs 
of essential foodstuffs, which will be inevitable if such supplies 
continue to be drawn from the dollar area. 

It is true that wage agreements exist which provide adjustments 
to incomes based on the official cost of living indices but they do 
not apply to all workers and unless there is some adjustment to 
offset a rise in prices, the purchasing power of a fairly high proportion 
of the people will be lowered. One or two of the Colonies will, 
of course, obtain increased sterling prices for their exports 
through devaluation, though offset to some extent by increases in 
the cost of imported raw materials, equipment and food, as for 
example, oil and cocoa from Trinidad, diamonds and bauxite from 
British Guiana, and sea island cotton from the Leewards and Wind- 
wards Islands. 


Switch to Sterling Area for Supplies 


Short of subsidization, the only possible action to counter a rise 
in prices seems to be for the colonies to endeavour to get supplies 
or at least greater quantities than hitherto, from within the sterling 
area. Already there is evidence of attempts being made to this end. 
Obviously the United Kingdom herself will be unable to meet this 
situation in items such as flour, milk, butter and meat, importations 
of which are substantial. It is possible, however, that Australia 
New Zealand and perhaps the Union of South Africa will become 
more important sources of supply and thus assist the British 
Caribbean. 

Hitherto, shipping difficulties have prevented any large scale 
trade with these Dominions, especially in perishable foodstuffs. 
Within recent times, however, ships with cold storage space from 
Australia and New Zealand have been calling at Trinidad and it is 
probable that the service will become more regular and frequent. 
Refrigerated space on inter-colonial shipping is limited, but in spite 
of this, transhipment from Trinidad to her sister colonies should 
be possible at least for some of the products of the Dominions. 

There are, however, certain items which are now or may in the 
future become available from the United Kingdom. Salt fish, a 
staple food in the West Indies, cured and pickled herrings and 
mackerel, canned fish such as herrings and sardines, canned soup, 
fruit and vegetables, oatmeal and animal feed are a few of the lines 
which might come from Britain. Imports of foodstuffs represented 
over 20 per cent. by value of the total import trade of the reyion. 
In 1948 in Trinidad and Tobago alone, over £6} million were spent 
on imported foodstuffs; in the first half of the present year, the trade 
Was worth just short of £3 million. Details of imports in 1948 into 
all the other colonies are not yet available but the trade for the whole 
area probably touched £10 million. 


It is in manufactured goods, however, that the United Kingdom 
could assist the colonies and regain the distinction she enjoyed prior 
to the war of heading the list of supplying countries. Through 
restrictions on dollar expenditure and the ability to supply more 
goods, she has travelled a long way in that direction, not always 
without criticism. Admittedly Britain’s first consideration at the 
moment must be to earn dollars for the common pool, an objective, 
which incidentally is not always appreciated, is for the benefit of the 
Empire as a whole, but by a careful study of the markets it may be 
possible to meet to a greater degree the essential needs of the people 
of the Caribbean and thus save dollar expenditure. 


Export Trade 


Final trade returns for the territory are not yet available, but it is 
certain that the export trade (including re-exports) in 1948 was worth 
not less than £41} million compared with £324 million in 1947 
and just over £12}? million in 1938. The following table, which 
includes trade between the islands themselves, shows a comparison 
of the writer’s estimate of the position in 1948 with the actual position 
in 1947 and 1938 :—

Sugar cultivation is of the greatest importance to most of the 
colonies. Exports from Trinidad in 1948 were nearly 2 million cwts. 
valued at approximately £24 million. Barbados shipped just under 
a million cwts. (£13 million) and British Guiana nearly 2}? million 
cwts. (£34 million). In addition considerable quantities of molasses 
were exported particularly from Barbados and British Guiana and 
of course rum was an important item. Shipments of rum from 
Trinidad last year amounted to 1,100,014 gallons (£650,521) from 
Barbados 830,948 gallons (£373,926), and from British Guiana 
3,211,376 gallons (£756,533). 

The petroleum industry has been of tremendous value to Trinidad. 
Exports of petroleum products last year amounted to 916 million 
gallons valued at £194 million; some 310 million gallons of crude 
petroleum valued at £5} million were imported. In addition the 
industry is a valuable contributor to the revenue of the Colony and 
its importance as a consumer of material will be obvious. 

The grapefruit industry of Trinidad which suffered so badly 
during the war years is showing a healthy revival for some 21} million 
fruit and nearly 650,000 gallons of juice were exported, boosting the 
trade of the colony by a little under £350,000, while exports of cocoa 
had risen in value from £493,601 in 1938 to £1,740,273 in 1948. 

In British Guiana exports of rice were 17,540 tons (£427,189). 
Shipments of bauxite amounted to 1,873,166 tons (£1,982,276). 
Exports of wood and timber were worth £240,369, whilst 16,025 ozs. 
of raw gold valued at £110,413 and diamonds 33,959 carats valued at 
£276,047 left the colony. 

In the Windward Islands exports of nutmegs rose in value from 
£74,625 in 1938 to £442,325 in 1947 and £208,027 in 1948, and of 
mace from £38,995 in 1938 to £155,000 in 1947 and £103,251 in 1948, 


Tourist Trade 


So much for visible exports. Tourism can and should be a useful 
invisible export. The various colonies are alive to its possibilities 
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and serious attention is being given to improving the amenities so 
that visitors may enjoy the natural attractions with which each 
colony has been bestowed. However, they still have a long way to 


go before they become serious rivals to Bermuda. It is estimated 
that in 1948 the tourist trade was worth in the region of £400,000 
to Trinidad. During the present year more large passenger carrying 
vessels have called at this colony and if the advertised schedules 
for 1950 materialize, Trinidad should derive much benefit from this 
traffic. 


Import Trade 


Immediately prior to the war, imports into the territory were 
valued at about £13 million. Heavy buying, fulfilment of outstanding 
orders and of course higher prices for goods from all sources brought 
the value to a little short of £46 million in 1947. Even the most 
optimistic thought the peak had been reached, but it is certain that 
this was surpassed in 1948 as preliminary figures put the value in 
the region of £48 million. The following comparative table, which 
includes inter-islands trade, sets out the position as it is seen by the 
writer :—

U.K. Share of Imports 


Pre-war, the United Kingdom held first place among supplying 
countries; in 1938 she enjoyed 40-0 per cent. of the total import 
trade. During the war years her share gradually dwindled. It 
reached its lowest point in 1944 at 14 per cent. but from then on, her 
share has increased. In 1947 it stood at 24-0 per cent. and it is 
anticipated that when the final figures for 1948 are available it will 
be found that Great Britain again heads the list of supplying countries 
with at least 33 per cent. The following table shows the actual per- 
centages obtained by various countries in 1938 and 1947 and an 
estimate of the position at the close of 1948 :—

This remarkable recovery by the United Kingdom has come about 
from three main causes. First, our ability to supply goods in greater 
quantity, secondly, a desire on the part of importers to return to old 
sources and thirdly, a policy of import control. There is no question 
that during the last 18 months United Kingdom exporters have been 
able to offer more and a wider variety of goods to the Caribbean 
which have been eagerly taken up. Had we been able to offer more 
goods of the qualities desired and at prices the people can afford, a 
greater amount of business would have come our way for United 
Kingdom goods still have a high reputation. The associations 
built up over the years between suppliers in Britain and buyers in the 
Caribbean have clearly not weakened and have proved invaluable 
in re-establishing our trade. 


Competitive Prices Essential 


The object of import control has been and still is, of course, to 
regulate the spending of hard currency. The fact that the application 
of controls has diverted business back to the United Kingdom has 
been incidental. ‘There is no question that the policy has provided 
a’ measure of protection which was inevitable and which has not 
escaped criticism. It has been alleged that we are taking unfair 
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advantage of the situation by fixing prices at an unnecessarily }: 
level. Charges that United Kingdom exporters have two ib 
prices, one to meet competition in what are described as open ae 
and another and higher set for markets closed by import ss 
have not been substantiated, but evidence has been produced “ 
in some instances our prices are higher than our competitors who . 
restricted in the amount of business they do in the colonies by conte, 
This does not necessarily mean that our prices are unreasonably 
high or that those quoted by competitors are in fact economic per 
on a free market. It must be obvious, however, that eventuall 
United Kingdom exporters to the sterling area will have to face me 
beat competition on the open market. 

There is considerable nervousness that United Kingdom Prices 
will rise in consequence of the readjustment of the Sterling-dollay 
rate of exchange. Already statemerts have been made of Possible 
rises, frequently without justification. It is reasonable to anticipate 
that there will be increases, indeed increases unavoidable in the Case 
of goods made from materials imported from the dollar area, but 
United Kingdom exporters must be particularly careful not to pre- 
judice their reputation for fair dealing which has been built up over 
the centuries. 


Quality Essential and Danger of Overstocking 


Two final words of warning. First, United Kingdom manufy. 
turers have acquired, not undeservedly, a reputation second to none 
for high quality and high value. There have been instances, happily 
they are isolated, of irresponsible firms supplying goods of poor 
quality. The price is probably low and the goods may be value for 
money, but the fact that an article is made in Britain is usually 
regarded as a hall mark of quality and those who look for quik 
sales with low prices and poor quality are not only doing an injustice 
to themselves, but are doing irreparable harm to the nation. 

It should not be implied from this that the West Indies is a high 
quality market. There are certain goods such as cheap cottons, 
household glassware, lightweight underwear and _ various other 
articles of apparel, which are in demand, but a reasonable standard is 
expected. 

Secondly, there is evidence that some importers, either from lack 
of commercial experience or from an absence of business morality, 
are inclined to overbuy or to purchase goods already in abundant 
supply or possibly unsuitable for the market. These irresponsible 
people appear to have no hesitation in repudiating their obligations 
and by so doing seriously damage the credit standing of their country. 
Fortunately, there are not many of these so called traders, but they 
exist as some exporters know to their cost. 

United Kingdom suppliers who are in any doubt as to the standing 
of their customers should avail themselves of the services of the 
Trade Commissioner or the usual commercial channels before shipping 
goods. The exception would be, of course, where irrevocable letter 
of credit has been established in Great Britain. 


Anglo-Swedish Trade Talks 


NGLO-SWEDISH talks on trade and payments in 1950 began 

in London on November 10 when the Swedish Ambassador met 
the Secretary for Overseas Trade, Mr. A. G. Bottomley, at the Board 
of Trade. 


In view of Sweden’s satisfactory sterling position and the recent 
lifting by both sides of some of their import restrictions it is hoped 
that total trade between the two countries will be higher in 1950 
than for the present year. The renewal of the Monetary Agreement 
which expires at the end of 1949 was also discussed.

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Restoration of Foreign Industrial Property Rights in 
Germany 


ELOW is the text of Law No. 8 passed by the Allied High 
Commission on October 20, 1949, for the restoration and exten- 
sion of Allied-owned industrial, literary and artistic property 
rights which were impaired by German legislation during the recent 
war or as a result of the state of war. es 
Attention is drawn to the need to submit applications before 


October 3, 1950. 


The Council of the Allied High Commission enacts as follows :— 


Article 1 . 

The industrial, literary and artistic property rights in Germany of foreign 
nations and foreign nationals which have been impaired by the existence of 
astate of war or as a result of German war legislation shall be restored in 
the territory of the Federal Republic in accordance with this Law. 


Article 2 

Upon request, filed without fee with the Patent Office prior to October 3, 
1950, any industrial, literary or artistic property rights in Germany owned 
by a foreign nation or foreign national at the commencement of or during 
the state of war between Germany and the foreign nation concerned which 
were transferred, seized, requisitioned, revoked or otherwise impaired by 
war measures, whether legislative, judicial or administrative, shall be 
restored by the Patent Office, without fee or penalty, to such foreign nation 
or foreign national or his legal successor, provided, however, that this 
Article shall not affect any petition which may have been filed under United 
States Military Government Law No. 59 or British Military Government 
Law No. 59, or any judgment, decision or order which has been or may be 
rendered or made under such Laws. A decision of the Patent Office 
denying any such request shall be subject to appeal to the Occupation 
Authorities in such manner as may be prescribed in regulations issued 


by them. 
Article 3 


Prior to October 3, 1950, a foreign nation or foreign national owning 
industrial, literary or artistic property rights in Germany at the commence- 
ment of or during the state of war between Germany and the foreign nation 
concerned may accomplish, without incurring restoration fees or other 
penalty, all acts which are necessary for the obtaining or preserving in the 
territory of the Federal Republic of rights in industrial, literary and artistic 
property which were not performed owing to the existence of the state of 
war or the Military Occupation of Germany. Such acts shall have the same 
effect as if they had been done at the proper time. Where any such act 
would have involved the payment of money, such payment shall be con- 
sidered to have been made. 


Article 4 


Upon request, filed without fee with the Patent Office prior to October 3, 
1950, any application to the former German Patent Office (Reichpatentamt) 
for the granting of industrial property rights filed by or on behalf of any 
foreign nation or foreign national shall be reinstated, without restoration 
fees or other penalty, in the territory of the Federal Republic by the Patent 
Office in any case in which the application was pending, had been filed or 
had been rejected during the period between the date of the commencement 
of the state of war between Germany and the foreign nation concerned 
and September 30, 1949, both dates inclusive. Any such request shall be 
made by or on behalf of the original applicant or his legal successor. In the 
case of any application for a patent which has been published and which is 
reinstated by virtue of this Article, the protection afforded by publication 
in accordance with Article 30 of the Reich Patent Law of May 5, 1936, as 
amended, shall be deemed to have been effective within the territory of the 
Federal Republic as from October 1, 1949. 


Article 5 


Upon request, filed without fee with the Patent Office prior to October 3, 
1950, the Patent Office shall extend, without additional fees or other penalty, 
in the territory of the Federal Republic the duration of any industrial, 
literary or artistic property right in Germany owned by a foreign nation or 
foreign national at the date of commencement of or during the state of war 
between Germany and the foreign nation concerned, or granted upon an 
application reinstated pursuant to Article 4 of this Law. Such period of 
«xtension shall correspond to the period between such date of commence- 
ment of the state of war, or such later date on which such right came into 
existence, and September 30, 1949, both dates inclusive, but shall not exceed 
the unexpired period of the duration of any right which existed at such date 
ot commencement of the state of war. Any such request shall be made by 
or on behalf of the original owner of the right or his legal successor. 
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Article 6 

1. Any foreign nation or foreign national who, prior to October 1, 1949, 
shall have duly made first application in any country other than Germany 
for a patent or for the registration of a utility model (Gebrauchsmuster) not 
earlier than twelve months before the commencement of the state of war 
between Germany and the foreign nation concerned or for the registration 
of an industrial design or model or trade mark not earlier than six months 
before the date of commencement of such state of war, may apply, prior to 
October 3, 1950, to the Patent Office for corresponding rights in the territory 
of the Federal Republic and shall be entitled to rights of priority based on 
such first application. 

2. The provisions of paragraph 1 of this Article shall apply only to a 
foreign nation and the nationals of a foreign nation which officially notifies 
the Patent Office prior to April 1, 1950, that : 

(a) it permits the filing of applications for industrial property rights by 

German nationals ; 

(b) it accords rights of priority at least as great as those specified by the 
Convention in respect of applications filed with a Filing Office and 
applications filed with the Patent Office ; and 

(c) if German nationals were not permitted to file applications in such 
foreign nation prior to April 1, 1949, it permits the filing of applica- 
tions by German nationals and accords the same priority as would 
have been obtained if the filing had taken place within one year of 
the filing with a Filing Office or the Patent Office. 


Article 7 

1. Natural or juristic persons resident of or carrying on business in the 
territory of the Federal Republic who, between September 1, 1939, and 
September 30, 1949, both dates inclusive, bona fide acquired industrial, 
literary or artistic property rights, other than a trade mark, which conflict 
with rights restored under this Law or with rights obtained with the priority 
provided thereunder, or were bona fide manufacturing, publishing, repro- 
ducing, using or selling the subject matter of such industrial, literary or 
artistic property rights, other than a trade mark, and have not disposed or 
been deprived of such rights prior to October 1, 1949, shall be permitted, 
without liability for infringement, to continue to exercise such rights and 
to continue or resume such manufacture, publication, reproduction, use or 
sale, in accordance with a non-exclusive licence granted by the holder of 
the rights restored by this Law or obtained with the priority given there- 
under, on terms to be mutually agreed. If agreement on the terms of such 
non-exclusive licence is not reached, a prospective party to the licence 
agreement, at any time prior to April 1, 1951, may request the Grand 
Senate (Grosser Senat) of the Patent Office to fix such terms. Upon such 
request the Grand Senate, not later than October 1, 1951, shall fix the terms 
of such licence after giving an opportunity for the prospective parties to 
the licence agreement to be heard. ' 

2. The Grand Senate of the Patent Office shall establish rules of pro- 
cedure with respect to the hearings provided for in paragraph 1 above. 

A decision of the Grand Senate shall be subject to appeal to the 

Occupation Authorities in such manner as may be prescribed in regulations 
issued by them. 


Article 8 
Any foreign nation or foreign national or the legal successor of a foreign 
national, may at any time not later than October 1, 1951, institute proceed- 
ings against those natural or juristic persons who are alleged to have infringed 
the industrial, literary or artistic property rights of such foreign nation or 
foreign national either 
(a) between the date of commencement of the state of war between 
Germany and the foreign nation concerned and September 30, 1949, 
both dates inclusive, provided that proceedings shall not be instituted 
in respect of any bona fide exercise or use of such rights ; or 
(b) prior to such date of commencement, provided that the proceedings 
in such case could have been instituted then under German law and 
a statute of limitations could not have been pleaded as a bar or defence 
thereto. 


Article 9 

A period corresponding to that between the date of commencement of the 
state of war between Germany and a foreign nation and April 1, 1951, both 
dates inclusive, shall be excluded in determining the time within which the 
working of a patent or utility model or the use of a design or trade mark 
owned by such foreign nation or its nationals is required by law. 


Article 10 
Foreign nations and foreign nationals shall also be entitled to such benefits 
with respect to industrial, literary and artistic property rights as are granted 
under German law to German nationals.

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Article 11 


_ Except as otherwise provided, the competent German courts shall have 
jurisdiction in all matters concerning the application of this Law. 


Article 12 


Subject to the provisions of Articles 2 and 7, regulations to implement 
the provisions of this Law shall be issued by the appropriate Authority of 
the Federal Republic of Germany. Such regulations shall be legislation 
under paragraph 5 of the Occupation Statute. 


Article 13 


1. This Law shall prevail over any German legislation which is incon- 
sistent therewith.

Import and Exchange Control 


Regulations in Argentina 


ETAILS of circulars issued by the Argentine Central Bank on 
import and exchange control regulations in Argentina were given 
in the Board of Trade Journal on October 15 (page 743). The Argentine 
Central Bank has now issued eleven further Circulars on the following 


subjects :-— 

No, 1168.—Imports of medicinal products from all sources. 

No. 1169.—Imports of essential products from certain South 
American countries and the peseta area. 

No. 1170.—Imports of essential products from specified currency 
areas. 

Nos. 1171/74.—Imports of goods scheduled in trade agreements 
with Spain, France, Portugal, the United Kingdom and other 
countries. 

No. 1175.—The method of tendering for exchange for non- 
essentials. 

No. 1176.—The classification of goods subject to the ‘‘ tender ”’ 
rate of exchange. 

No. 1177.—The grant of import permits without use of foreign 
exchange. 

No. 1178.—The import from all sources of ethyl alcohol without 
use of foreign exchange. 


According to an explanatory press communique issued by the 
Central Bank the main purpose of the new circulars is to maintain 
the supply of essential goods and to bring into immediate operation 
various foreign trade agreements without endangering local industry 
or living standards. The respective quotas are fixed to allow for the 
inclusion of new traders. 


The texts of the above Circulars (in Spanish) have now been 
received, and the following is a summary, based on information received 
by telegram from H.M. Ambassador at Buenos Aires, of their main 
provisions in so far as they relate to imports from the United Kingdom. 


Circular No. 1168 invites applications for exchange permits for 
import from any country of all products for medical use included in 
the annex to Circular No. 1155, excepting peppermint essence, and 
adding absorbent gauze. Applicants must be registered with the 
Public Health authorities and applications for permits must be made 
between November 10 and 19 inclusive. Applications for penicillin 
and X-ray plates and films must be accompanied by a document from 
the Department of Industry and Commerce certifying the necessity 
for importation and new firms and new products must be sponsored 
by the Ministry of Public Health. 


Circular No. 1170 invites applications between November 10 
and December 5 for exchange permits for the importation of the 
majority of essential goods listed in Circular No. 1155 from specified 
currency areas, including the United Kingdom and the rest of the 
sterling area. Goods for which permit applications are invited for 
imports from countries, including the United Kingdom, include :— 
Refractory bricks, tyre cord, carbon black and accelerators, industrial 
needles, and chemical reagents, coal, coke and petroleum, anilines, 
important variety of chemicals, special varnishes, certain ferrous and 
non-ferrous products, film stock, bloodstock, giant tyres, rails, 
accumulators (except 6 volt), copper cables, electric meters, spares for 
automobiles, motor cycles and bicycles, sewing needles, paper (but 
not newsprint) and cardboard, printed books, waxed cellulose film, 
T., telecommunications, radio and radar equipment, petrol 
producing and refining equipment, linen and cotton threads. 





Import Control 


THE Gazette of India of October 20, a copy of which has been 
forwarded by the United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at New 
Delhi, contains Notification No. 31 I.T.C./49, issued by the Ministry 
of Commerce, Government of India, the effect of which is to remove

Applications for permits for all goods except automobiles will be 
accepted from any firms whether previous importers or not. 

Full details of the classes of textiles included in the above allocations 
are awaited by air mail. 

Circular No. 1175 regulates the method of tendering for exchange 
for non-essentials. Tenders direct to the Central Bank must indicate 
the minimum economic quantity required. Within five days from 
receipt the Central Bank will deliver approved applications to brokers, 
returning those rejected to applicants. No minima or maxima rates 
are specified for tenders. 

Circular No. 1176 divides all goods subject to the ‘‘ tender ’’ rate 
of exchange into two groups, A and B. The goods have apparently 
been classified according to the adequacy of national production and 
their relative value to the national economy. Goods in list A are 
apparently considered to be more desirable than those in list B. 

Circular No. 1177 provides for the grant of permits for imports 
not requiring the use of foreign exchange. These permits will be 
considered for all goods included in annex to Circular 1155, irrespec- 
tive of the country of origin. Applications may be submitted between 
the 25th and 30th of each month. 

Circular No. 1178 provides for the importation without the use of 
foreign exchange of ethyl alcohol in accordance with quotas established 
by the Ministry of Industry and Commerce from any countries 
including the United Kingdom. Applications must be made on 
December 6 and must include number of permit, country, quantity 
and value of permits granted since February 10, 1949.

Argentina 


Synthetic Plastics Industry 

IN ACCORDANCE with a Decree No. 25,788, dated October 13, 
1948, the Argentine synthetic plastics industry has been declared 
‘‘ of national importance.’’ Consequently, imports of raw materials, 
plant and equipment for this industry are exempted from payment of 
customs duties, provided that equivalent products are not produced 
in Argentina. 

All imports of finished and semi-finished plastic products, such as 
resins, moulding powders, rolled products and sheet are to be controlled 
by a system of quotas to be fixed by the Ministry of Industry and 
Commerce. The only exceptions from this ruling are moulded 
products for which a prior study system will be established. 

The Ministry of Industry and Commerce is also authorized to 
establish a system for controlling the issue of peimits for certain 
synthetic resins to be used for the manufacture of paints, varnishes, 
plywood and moulded products in general.

AN ORDER, issued on October 12, 1949, by the President of Burma 
entitled “‘ The Imports and Exports Licence (Control) Order, 1949,”’ 
provides, inter alia, that any person to whom an import or export 
licence has been issued shall himself import the goods covered by the 
licence, unless authorized by the licensing authority to import or 
export through some other person. Any person wishing to import or 
export under a licence issued to some other person is likewise required 
to obtain written authority to do so. The sale or disposal otherwise of 
import and export licences is prohibited. 

Contravention of any of the provisions of the Order involve 
confiscation of the goods affected.

International Trade Fairs in 
United States 


OLLOWING the pioneering efforts of the Canadian Government 
F in introducing the European conception of an international trade 
fair into North America, the United States Information Services 
announce that important business centres in the United States 
will hold international trade fairs. 

The Chicago Convention Bureau will stage a Fair between 
August 7-19, 1950, offering 500,000 square feet exhibition space, 
and the Detroit Board of Commerce expect to hold a Fair in July 1951 
offering 500,000 square feet covered and 200,000 square feet open- 
air space at the Michigan State Fair Grounds. Other cities are work- 
ing on similar proposals. 

These Fairs will give manufacturers and producers from every 
country the first real opportunity to present a full range of their 
products in the United States, side by side with American goods, to 
alarge number of buyers from all countries, but particularly from the 
United States. Non-American traders have, therefore, an opportunity 
to promote the sale of their best products in the United States. 

The United States Department of Commerce have approved the 
Fairs which, they state, will be run by non-profit making corporations 
with wide civic, state and business backing. Large-scale advertising 
and publicity campaigns will be undertaken in each case to attract as 
many buyers as possible from all parts of the United States and the 
rest of the world. 

Detailed schedules and application forms for the Chicago Fair 
will be available by December. It is understood that space will be 
allocated in mid-January in order of the receipt of applications— 
first come, first served. The Board of Trade hope this preliminary 
announcement will enable United Kingdom firms to start considering 
whether they can arrange to participate in this Fair and to review 
the need for suitable representation in the United States to follow up 
business contacts which the Fair may bring them.
